SERVICE OF THE PRESS TO THE PEOPLE 
Clare J. Penfield, father of the young girl who so mysteriously dis­ 
appeared from Philadelphia last week and who was finally located in a 
hotel at Providence, declares that he owes the quick recovery of his 
daughter largely to the “effectiveness, the resourcefullness and the tre­ 
mendous energy erf the newspapers.” 
* 
Here v e have a spontaneous tribute to the press which is sincere 
and heartfelt. That it was merited must be acknowledged by all who 
have follower the details of this strange case. Yet it is no novelty. Time 
and again the press has been the means of solving crime: of reuniting 
families; of bringing kidnappers to justice; of exposing faithless officials; 
and of rousin? people generally to a sense of their responsibility. 
But the service which the press rendered to locating the missing 
schoolgirl is the most effective illustration of the value of pitiless pub 
licity. It has been well said that “missing” is the saddest word to the 
language. The suspense in such cases is heartbreaking. The fear that 
o»e may never know whether the loved one is dead or alive is nerve-rack­ 
ing to an inconceivable degree. We have had many instances of per­ 
sons who have disappeared as completely as though they had been swal­ 
lowed by the earth. 
It was the S O S sent out by the press in the latest esse which 
made it possible to find Miss Penfield so promptly. Delay in locating the 
girl might have had tragic consequences; it was the press that pre­ 
vented that delay. Undiscnminatmg critics say severe things about the 
newspapers, but thoughtful persons know that the legitimate publi­ 
cations of the land perform much service of which they may be justly 
proud.

Bart 
Richards, Lawrence, issued a warn­ 
ing to the state legislature 
that 
more funds were needed to keep all 
of the schools of the state in opera­ 
tion. 
Philip Murray, vice president of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica, pleaded for “relief, no matter to 
what form.” 
“Let ua cast political differences 
aside.” he said. “It is the God-giv­ 
en duty of the legislature to provide 
relief for the 1.250.000 who face star­ 
vation from day to day.” 
The open forum was the first of 
its kind ever held here.

HARRISBURG, Dec. 24.—Increas­ 
ed collections of the gasoline tax 
will more than offset the decline in j 
motor vehicle registration fees for 
this year. During the months 
of 
August to November inclusive the 
revenue department collected tax on 
95,156,0») more gallons of gasoline 
than in a similar period of 1930. 
That increase in collections repre­ 
sente a tax of $2,794,680 to the motor 
fund* Between August and Novem­ 
ber this year the revenue depart­ 
ment collected tax on 436,518,970 gal­ 
lons as compared with 343,362,950 
gallons in a similiar period of last 
year, 
For the first eleven months of this 
year income to the motor fund for 
the registration of motor vehicles 
and licensing of drivers was $954,431 
less than 1930. The total collections 
this year have been $31,147,274 as 
compared with $32,101,705 in a like 
period of last year. 
The increase to the motor fund 
over and above the drop from regis­ 
tration revenues is $1,840,249. Using 
the highway department’s maximum 
of $6000 a mile for improving the 
rural road system that increase is 
sufficient to surface approximately 
300 miles on the township system. 
The revenue department has con­ 
tended that the change in method of 
collecting the gas tax has resulted 
in decided increases in revenue. Of­ 
ficials in the revenue department 
are not yet ready to forecast wheth­ 
er the combine receipts from gas tax 
collections and registrations will be 
greater or less than estimates for 
the year. The fiscal year does not 
close until May 31.

Japs Advancing With Artil- 
V lery, Planes And Cav­ 
alry, Toward Gulf 
Of Liaotung 


(Following; is latest dispatch 
from Floyd Gibbons, sent from 
Mukden, Manchuria, after a tour 
of the latest zone of Japanese 
military activities.)

MUKDEN, Dec. 24.—Hello every 
body! 
Back In Mukden again after a trip 
covering 100 miles of 
Japanese 
frontal activities between here and 
Newchang, where the Liao river en­ 
ters the sea, I just returned in time 
also because all hell is popping up 
and down the Liao river valley. 
Japs Advancing 
Using the South Manchuria rail­ 
way line as base of operation, Japan­ 
ese cavalry, infantry, artillery and 
airplanes are advancing westward 
between Supingkai and the Gulf of 
Liaotung. 
The line extends 150 miles north, 
east and southwest and is moving 
westward in some places as much as 
30 miles to and beyond the Liao 
river. The area within which this 
action is taking place amounts to 
some 5000 square miles. 
The central town of Faku north 
of Mukden has fallen sum! dozens of 
surrounding villages are now occu­ 
pied by the Japanese. South of Muk­ 
den a numerous contingent of 
Japan’s famous second division un­ 
der command of lieutenant general 
Tamon, hero of Anganchi, is push­ 
ing westward across the tributaries 
of the Liao toward the inland town 
of Liaochung. 
Garrison Reinforced 
Further south at the Liao mouth 
tft Newchang, the Japanese garri­ 
son which I saw reinforced to twice 
Its size several days ago has sent 
out attacking forces in a direction 
northward up the river, which is 
now frozen inland but not at New­ 
chang, where great floes of floating 


ice greatly impede cross-river traf­ 
fic. 
As these two major movements 
westward and one northward «re a 
drive forward to push all enemy re­ 
sistance further baric from the 8. 
M. R. zone, new complications have 
risen in the rear ri! the Japanese 
forces in the form of renewed bandit 
attacks against isolated stations of 
the Mukden-Antung branch of Thes. 
M. R., where the rail guards* garri­ 
sons have been greatly reduced in 
numbers due to many having been 
despatched 
through Mukden 
to 
strengthen the Japanese forces in 
the big Liao river drive. 
Expect New Troops 
At the same time advices from 
Dairen reported the expected arrival 
of new troops from Japan which 
will be advanced along both branch­ 
es r i the S. M. R., to reinforce the 
garrisons. 
Heavy air bombers are enroute 
from Japan to Manchuria, which re­ 
minds me that the Japanese are try­ 
ing out bombs now amounting to the 
size of aerial torpedoes. 
Other signs and reports of unusual 
activity up and down the Japanese 
lines include reports from Dairen 
of the requisitioning ri privately 
owned motor trucks and cars for 
shipment to Newchang and trans­ 
portation of light field artillery and 
ammunition from Mukden, where 
hospitals are being evacuated ri all 
wounded in previous engagements 
to make room for more expected in 
the present drive. 
Naval Cooperation 
Reports from Japan concerning 
movements 
of 
lighter 
Japanese 
naval units are interpreted here to 
mean the posslbilityri naval cooper­ 
ation against Chinese ports on the 
seacoast of the Golf of Liaotung. 
The Chinese gra evine at Mukden 
reports the reception of General 
Shigeru Hon jo’s ultimatum at Peip­ 
ing (demanding evacuation of Chin­ 
ese troops from Chinchow by Christ­ 
mas) while the Japanese here de­ 
clare there are increased movements 
ri Chinae troops passing through 
Shanhaikwan presumably for rein­ 
forcement r i the Chinese forces at 
Chinchow.

fellow countrymen or among tte 
teamed {toilosc^tors on Mars Hill 
to Athens. TsctfuUy uring as s text 
tte toscriptkm on cme of their own 
alters to Ihrar "unknown God" te 
ted tewn into tte knowtedge of the 
true God and Hli Son whom He 
had sent to be the Saviour ot Jew 
and Oraitile, Greek and barterian, 
bond and free alike. In a moment 
of utter discouragement frmn perse­ 
cution, todilierence and licentious- 
ness Chftet appeared to Paul to a 
vitimi at night in Cortote saying: 
"Be nc^ afraid, but speak and hold 
not te^ peace; fra I am with ttee, 
and no man teidl set on thee to 
harm thee; for I have mtmh people 
to this city." Buxmraged ter this 


virirai Paul spent a year and a half 
at Oomite building up a church to 
which te later wrote a series M at 
least three tetters. 
Paal to Jerasftiem 
From Corinth Pwil went to Ephe­ 
sus fra a brief raay on his ipy to 
Jerusalem as he went up to tte tem­ 
ple to worship. Upon his return to 
Jerusalem te spent a good part 
of three years to Fitoraus with great 
success, according bto tte reeofd: 
"So mightily grew tte word m God 
and prevailed." His third misskm- 
ary Journey was a round trip 
tteough Macedonia and Greece and 
back ag&to to Ephesus and Jerusa­ 
lem bearii^ Elite 
the Macedon­ 
ians and Greeks fra tte relief of the 
poor of Jerusalem. In the coiuae of 
his obsravance M certain religious 
rite^ in tte temi^ te was attack­ 
ed 
a mob and would have been 
kilted had not the Roman guard res­ 
cued him promptly. Under the pro- 
teetirai of tte sokUers Paul address­ 
ed his fellow countrymen, but his 
appeal only MomeA their fury the 
mrae, and he was remanded to 
prison fra trkO.

Faal in Bome 
Three years of imprisonment in­ 
tervened tefrat Paul came to Rome 
as a prteoner who had bran traced 
to appeal his case to Ciraar to es­ 
cape tte prejudice emamtiing hrom 
Jerusalem. Two years of imrateon- 
ment followed during which Paul 
was granted comparative freedom 
fra preaching and teachtog ami 
vrittof such tetters as Epheiiani, 
Philippians. Colossiaas and Bill- 
emoQ. Several yrars of liberty fol­ 
lowed during whkh Bud Jourzieyed 
eastward to TToas and tiien west­ 
ward to Spain before te was agato 
arreted and Imprisoned under more 
revere hardriilps endtog with his be­ 
ing beheaded undra Nero to tite per­ 
secution that iraiowed Nrao’s burn­ 
ing of Rome.

ELIMINATE DAMPNESS FROM 
THE REN HOUSES 
To maintain satisfactory egg pro* 
auction during the winter, it is im­ 
portant that the birds be housed in 
comfortable quarters. 
Damp houses lower the vitality of 
the birds and made them subject to 
disease. This condition can be cor­ 
rected in many houses just through 
the proper regulation of the curtains 
in the front off the btoldtog, If the 
dampness cannot be corrected in 
Nds way, it may be advisable to use 
beat in the houses. Brooder stoves 
which normally would not be used 
in this season may be utilised for 
this purpose. 
When brooder stoves are used, a 
metal cylinder raised a few inches 
off the floor is generally put around 
the stove to obtain a more uniform 
distribution of heat throughout the 
pen. The cost off the coal needed in 
the operation off a small stove will 
be more than met by the saving in 
Utter and Use labor used to change 
it.

COWS REQUIRE s a l t in d ie t 
TO MEET DEMAND 
Salt is needed by all animal» that 
eat vegetable and plant food. The 
average requirements for cows is 
about three-fourths of an ounoe daily 
per 1000 pounds of live weight and 
about toe same amount for each 
30 pounds off milk produced. This 
makes a requirement of one to three 
ounces dally, depending on toe milk 
produced. 
Salt can be mixed in the grain 
ration at the rate of about one 
pound per 100 pounds of feed; it 
can be fed to a salt box where toe 
cows have free access to It every 
day, or a small handful of one to 
three ounces may be fed each day 
to the manger. Rock salt also may 
be placed before the cows where 
they can lick it as their appetites 
demand, the method of feeding 
salt is not so important as that the 
cows receive sufficient to meet their 
needs.
